ttpHINA is politically united 
^ under a stable govern- 
ment," said Mr. Hsiao when in- 
teixiewed yesterday after his 
arrival here. There is grreatcr 
confidence and economic sta- 
bility now, yet there hovers 
over the country the danger of 

Japanese aggrew on an<1 th» Clilnesf 
nation is rapidly equlrrins I'-'*"" 
pop* ^Ith euch a situation if It. shouM 
arise. Even thouph the new Mongolian 
■It tack way be fomented by Japan, Mr, 
TTslao believes that internal trouble and 
•he defiant attitude of the NanWnK

iw-ico before attarkinp. There Is al- 
ways the posslbllltj- that they may 
utrike through Moncrolla to set at Rus- 
sian communications. 

"As regards Communism Sn China 
there is no imminent d.tnper in that di- 
rection." At present the Red troops 
driven to the North are willing to join 
Uio Nanking Government in an anti- 
Japanese crusade. Maxism Is quite 
tnnucinUal in the Chinese Universities 
'but the Communism here is different 
from the Russian conception. "They 
pprove of the principle* but not of 
ihe methods." 

Sj-mpathetie to lioj-Aliat* 
Mr. Hsiao believes that there will 
probably be a world war within three 
\oars with Japan, Germany or Italy as 
R?r?ressor. When questioned as to the 
ttitude of the Chinese student towards 
; he Spanish civil war he said that since 
China was so far from Spain It did 
not seem to concern them grea-Uy, but 
in gcnej«I they were s>'nipathctlc with 
the Loyalists, 

Immediately after his arrivai Mr. 
Hsiao addressed a group of students In 
iStrathcona Hall on the comparison of 
.student activities In Cliina..: and Amer- 
ica. The Chinese sttidrat 'feels a great- 
nr ppllUoal 'resiJonaibility than the 
American. TTie scholar has always 
been regarded as the leader of the 
country. He has been most forward in 
nationalist agitation and in the demand 
for progressive action. The speaker 
then cited incidents from history dem- 
onstrating this vigour of the Chinese 
student. During the war the students 
-.iTTitated in vain against the 21 demands 
of Japan. They were more successful 
in their protest against the attempted 
cession of a province to Japan after 
ihe war by Wilson. 

8tudet7ts organized and aided labor 
:n lP2i;-23. Two years later they 
vlolentl.v protested the slaying of work- 
men by a Japanese foreman and were 
ahot down in the streets. They sup- 
ported Chiang Kai Shek In his organi- 
sation ettorta. For several years Ja- 
pan forced China to suppress tlie stu- 
dent agitation but they finally rose 
against Japanese aggression and are 
driving' to presen'e their nationalism 
and put new life into the Cliinese na- 
tion.

Colonel Sharman Addrp.nsen 
llndargrads Society At 
Meeting Last Night 

HAT every Toung Man 
should know, from the Nar- 
cotic Anjilo" was tho subject of 
Colonel Sharman, head of the nar- 
collci division at Ottawa, who 
spoke at tho meeting of tho .Medi- 
cal Undergraduates Society last 
night. 

Addressing tho Undergraduates 
as "the future physicians of the 
country" Colonel Sharman said 
that in Canada the use of nar- 
cotics fot- illegal purposes has 
greatly decreased. "International 
cooperation and careful supervision 
have done much to bring this 
about," he asserted, outlining the 
work of the League of Nations In 
collaboration with the individual 
Countries. 

♦ "* -f 

As to the use of narcotics lo the 

world in general. Colonel Sharman 
quoted soma interesting statistics. 
"There are 240 tone of narcotics 
consumed annually for medical 
purposes, while China alone pro* 
duced 12261 tons last year. This 
makes us realize the sorrowful state 
that country is in, since the 
greater part ot those narcotics are 
consumed in that country." 

In Europe heroin and morphine 
are the chief narcotics Illegally 
used, and In the United States and 
Canada Codeine Is the chief men- 
ace, "It was in this city, a few 
years ago," said the speaker, "that 
the illegal circulation of codeine 
was discovered." Heroin Is pro- 
hibited In this country even for 
medical purposes, he pointed out, 
w.irnittg the future doctors to keep 
away from that drug. 

♦ + ♦ 
Colonel Sharman outlined the 
method of drug dlst.ibution for 
medical purposes In Canada, a 
method carefully watched to pre- 
vent any leaking Into Illegal 
courses. To obtain narcotics a 
physician must have a special li- 
cense, and his supply is carefully 
checked and accounted for. Fur- 
thermoro druggists may not sell 
narcotics without a signed order 
from a licensed physician. Various 
kinds of forgery, however, do creep 
In, The speaker mentioned an iu- 
tcrnatlonal case where a largo 
quantity of turcotics was sent from 
Turkey to Kthiopla on an order 
from that country during the war. 
it later proved that the drugs never 
arrived to Ethiopia and they had 
not even been ordered. The orders 
had evUlomly been forsod, and it

Two Papers Presented At 
En'^neering Institute 
Meeting La»i Night 

Two papers dealing with Engineer- 
ing processes and activit és which are 
currently being developed to states of 
techn'cal Perfection, namely "The De- 
velopment of Radio Commun'eation in 
the Forest Protective Survey", and 
"The Electric Blast Furnace in tho 
Manufacture of Steel", were presented 
at the meet'ng of the Jtmlor section of 
the Engineering Society of Canada last 
night. The former was presented in 
English by Mr. Dudley Taylor, well 
known student in fourth year electrical 
engineering at McGill, and the latter in 
French by Mr. Hebert, civil engineer- 
ins sraduate of the Ecole Polytech- 
nique, engineering school of tho Uni- 
versity of Montreal. The meeting was 
attended by both McGill and Univer- 
sity of Montreal students. 

Opening his address with the state- 
ment that "the key to a system ot 
fire engineering is rapid communica- 
tion", Mr. Taylor proceeded to relate 
the creation ot a radio network con- 
sisting of eight stations In a totally 
uninhabited section of Quebec which 
extends 1-10 miles Inland from the north 
.shore ot the St. Lawrence r'.ver op- 
posite Kimou.skl. This radio network 
was Inaugurated in 1020 when it was 
d'scovered that the single ground line 
telephone, wh'ch was the only type 
adaptable In the bush, was not efficient 
for dislanccs e.xceedlug 40 miles, and 
thus two stations were Installed as an 
o.xporlnicnt. It was necessary to port- 
age the equipment for these stations 
over a d'stauco of 150. m'les, and. tho 
fact that a gallon of gasulinu cost ono' 
dollar by tho time It reached lis des- 
tination, .çlves ono ii fairly sood ide.a of 
tho immuuao <X'.tt culty and cost in- 
volved. 

Nevertheless, despite tho diff'cuUiuH 
and costs tho results obtained wore so 
successful and tho tielm'cal uJvamc.»* 
niado In tho equipment pruper wcic xa 
beneficial that today u very officient 
system of commun'eation Is ma'ntu'ne l 
la a territory in which not a single 
ro;ul exists and whcro tho only modo, of 
conveyance is by canoc. 

Mr. llobort In h:.>> .iddrosa on etcctrlo 
blast furnaces po'ntcd out that tho use 
of this furnace produced a much super- 
ior grade of steel and save a thermal 
efficiency than tho ordinary coke blast 
furnaces. Uowover In order to operate 
on a profitable basis coimuordally, 
elcctrlo power must bo e.\tremeljr. 
cheap. Thus It la only In Norway and 
Sweden that the electric furnace Is be- 
ing u.scd on a broad commrclal scale, 
lu tho provinces of Quebec and Ontarl*^ 
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Abolish Provincialism 

DECENTLY Premier Hepburn of On- 
t^^rio announced that he intended to 
back a proposal to eliminate waste and 
duplication in the government services. 
Such a st^alement coming from such a 
man is heartening. For a great many 
years there has been a tendency for the 
various provincial povemments to expand 
their sen'ices and to encroach upon terri- 
tory which is partially served by the 
Dominion Government. 

Such duplication is \-er>- noticeable in 
the case of certain departments such as 
Agriculture. Health, Labor, and in the 
various offices of the Secretaries of the 
Provinces and the Secretary of State of 
Canada In each of these fields there is 
duplication and lack of unified direction 
which is not only confusing but »ctually 
an expense to the taxpayer. 

Another field "which is productive of 
a great deal of duplication, or even tripli- 
c:ition, is found in the multiplicitj' of pro- 
„vincial governments in Canada. This is 
true particularly in the East and in the 
mid-West, In the Maritimes we have three 
g-overnments operating in a reasonably 
FTnall area. Common sense dictates com- 
bination of services, and even the people 
pre fairly ready to agree in principle to 
the unification of the administrations — 
but the question of establishing a capital 
for the new province immediately arises. 
This nuestion has arisen in other parts of 
the Empire and has been settled to the 
satisfaction of all. In South Africa the 
Union was almost wrecked by the inability 
of the pigjjim^an'^ conference to settle 
upon a Umoïr*càpital. Finally it was de- 
cided to divide the capital into three, let- 
ting each of the State capitals have the 
honour of bein^ the centre of something. 
As a result we have the legislative build- 
ings in Pretoria, the Judicial centre in 
Cape Town and the Executive centre in 
Durban. Tiiis plan coald be Ruital>]y fol- 
lov.C'd if the Maritime Provinces of Can- 
ada were united under a single provincial 
""flag and if the three prairie provinces 
followed suit. 

One of the rea-soii;; i>M- Canadian Con- 
federation was the tact that the three 
Eastern provinces were contemplating a 
lo<;al union. It would be a fine thing if 
that local union could be realized today. 
At present the people in the East are 
thinking along these lines and have already 
done much to adopt standard practices in 
certain di^partincntfe notably <;ducation, 
health and labour, but there is room for a 
great deal more. 

In the mid-West there may be a forced 
union of the thr<,-e provinces if their finan- 
cial structure collapsos. At the moment 
we are perliaps prone to judge the whole 
p^eçt iby "A ber h artian'^ standards, but a

To which of Ihoso policies may Brit- 
ain Iw said to subscribe? On glaiu'ing over 
recent history. wi> see that nritain liar, 
been v.-icill.itlng hotwoon iho two. which 
action, in the long run, may bo of help to 
.1 possible aggrossm". With (ho signing of 
tho Locarno p.tct in 1925, lirit^tln. nlliiough 
not gcner.tUy roalizod. was helping to 
build up the military power of Germany 
as n counterbalance to the Fvonoh hojr»^- 
mony over Eurojie, enjoyed since tlie war. 

Despite the Institution of the piwnt 
German Government with its warlike pol 
icy. Britain seoins to have continued along 
these same linos. Examples pointing in 
this direction are Iho Anglo-Gormnn Naval 
Treaty which rc-cstnblished the Gorman 
Navy at titi'l^ the strength of tho British, 
the strongest in the world, giving Ger- 
many the right of oqualitv witli the Brilish 
Empire in resiwcl of .siibinarinos, .ts well 
as the loans by the Bank of England to 
Germany whiclt are ])osslbly being used 
to finance Gorm.in ixjarmament. 

In view of the fact that Gennan re- 
armament is largely given as tho reason 
for British rearmament, the policy out- 
lined may seom to be a strango one. hut 
the explanation may be that the British 
Govornment is attempting to divert anv 
possible .itl-ick .ngainst the West towards 
the East, This, however, is a ver^y short- 
sighted iwlicy, for suiiposing a localizod 
war did occur in tho East, with Germany 
and Russia as the likolv combatants: if 
Germany wore to win, she would develop 
an Imperialism which would ultimately 
m?nace the British Empire; if. on the 
other hand, Russia were to win. or if 
there occurred a protracted conflict, it is 
very likely that an internal upheaval in 
Germany, and possibly in several other 
nations would take place. Either result, 
it is seen, would bo harmful to Britain. 

The interests of Britain, thus, can 
be secured only by r policy of peace. 
Peace not for herself alone, but for all the 
other powers as well. To achieve this, she 
will have to give much more strenuous 
support to the alternative school of 
thought, that of Collective Security and 
support for the League of Nations. '
